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officers,  faculty  members  (in 
academic  matters),  and 
ecclesiastical  channels 
(particularly  for  personal, 
religious,  or  moral  matters). 

Members  of  the  faculty  may  use 
the  regular  academic  and 
administrative  channel  of  the 
University.  Faculty  members  are 
represented  at  the  Dean’s  Council 
by  two  faculty  representatives 
elected  by  the  Faculty  Advisory 
Council. 

In  addition,  it  says  that  “regular 
meetings  may  be  arranged,  and 
have  been  held  in  thy  past,  at 
which  a member  of  the 
Administrative  Council  is  present 
to  hear  problems  and  suggestions 
of  faculty,  staff,  and  students.” 

The  statement  outlines  the  role 
of  the  faculty  who  “have  an 
obligation  to  support  and  sustain 
free  inquiry  and  free  speech  for  all 
students,  not  for  a vociferous 
minority.” 

Reasons  for  Expulsion 

Ending  the  statement  is  a 
summary  of  offenses  and 
violations  which  could  lead  to 
expulsion  or  suspension  from  the 
Univeristy.

25%  Of  Prexy  Vote  Proposed 
As  Minimum  For  Amendments

An  amendment  to  the  ASBYU 
constitution  requiring  a minimum 
number  of  voters  to  pass  future 
constitutional  amendments  will  be 
placed  before  the  student  body  in 
the  general  election  April  17-18. 

The  amendment,  proposed  by 
culture  Vice-President  Steve 
Hunlow,  and  approved 
unanimously  by  the  Executive 
Council  Feb.  11,  states: 
“Amendments  shall  become  part 
of  this  constitution  upon  the 
approval  of  a majority  of  at  least 
25  per  cent  of  the  number  of 
voters  in  the  previous  election  for 
ASBYU  president. 

A Fair  Representation 
Purpose  of  the  amendment, 
according  to  proponents,  is  to  get 
a fair  representation  of  voters. 
They  note  that  in  the  past, 
amendments  have  been  passed 
even  though  only  a few  hundred 
students  voted.

LEONARD  PENNARIO 
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Fair  Chance  Increase? 

With  the  arrival  of  spring,  strange  ephemeral  creations  will  soon 
blossom.  Tables  will  spring  up  in  the  quad  area  with  large  signs  on  top 
of  them  proclaiming  qualifications.  Windows  will  grow  smiling  faces 
and  snappy  slogans.  Young  men  will  be  visiting  campus  housing  areas 
and  handing  out  brochures  like  missionaries. 

Yes,  it’s  March  and  elections  have  already  begun.  Unofficially,  that  is, 
for  nominations  are  Friday  and  no  candidate  will  really  be  in  the  race 
unless  he  is  nominated  then. 

But  most  candidates  started  long  ago.  Months  ago  they  began  looking 
for  the  cheapest  printing  service  and  store  for  materials.  Some  even  go 
to  Deseret  Industries  in  hopes  of  a bargain. 

If  they  aren’t  already  active  in  student  government  they  start  visiting 
the  meetings  where  policies  are  made  and  start  asking  their  friends 
about  their  chances  of  winning. 

Early  in  March  they  begin  forming  an  organization,  or,  if  they  are 
running  for  President,  finding  a running-mate.  They  have  to  schedule 
rooms  and  send  orders  to  printers  weeks  before  the  campaign  starts. 

What  develops  then  is  a group  of  people  covertly  running  for  election 
and  concentrating  all  their  efforts  in  a frenzied  official  campaign  that 
runs  only  three  weeks.  (Last  year  it  was  two,  but  last  year  there  was 
only  one  vacation  during  the  campaign.) 

Should  the  Elections  Committee  give  candidates  more  time?  If 
students  are  covertly  campaigning  should  it  not  be  called  campaigning? 

The  Elections  Committee  says  hopeful  government  leaders  need  time 
for  school.  They  say  the  candidates  have  no  chance  to  study  during  the 
formal  campaign  and  some  miss  all  their  classes. 

Pre -campaign  campaigning  is  more  leisurely  and  candidates  can 
choose  when  they  want  to  hold  meetings  or  pick  up  posters.  They  can’t 
spend  too  much  time  or  their  activities  will  seem  suspicious  and  they 
might  lose  what  advantage  they  have  in  secrecy. 

Too  Much  Circus? 

Are  campaigns  too  much  like  a circus?  The  Elections  Committee  has 
taken  positive  steps  to  cut  down  the  circus  atmosphere.  Projects  must 
be  a good  deal  smaller  than  last  year  and  the  committee  only  allows 
posters  with  pictures,  qualifications  and  platforms  set  upon  tables. 

With  restrictions  on  “ingenuity”  projects  candidates  report  that  they 
are  spending  the  $100  they’re  allowed  on  more  professionally -made 
posters  and  brochures,  in  other  words,  on  things  that  might  make 
campaigns  spotlight  the  candidate’s  qualifications. 

The  restrictions  also  give  the  candidates  a chance  to  fashion 
advertising-oriented  snow-jobs.  It  also  makes  no  restrictions  on  students 
who  want  to  appeal  to  the  grass-roots  by  not  campaigning  at  all. 

Does  the  three-week  campaign  unfairly  favor  some  candidates  over 
others? 

As  in  most  elections,  incumbents  have  an  advantage.  They  have  been 
in  a' campaign  before  and  know  how  to  organize.  Their  faces  are 
familiar  enough  that  students  who  vote  because  they  see  a face  they 
know  will  vote  for  them.  It  is  a rare  man  who  can  make  himself 
well-known  in  three  weeks. 

The  short  campaign  favors  candidates  with  large  organizations.  There 
is  not  much  time  and  the  more  people  who  can  contact  others,  the 
more  well-known  will  be  their  candidate. 

The  short  campaign  may  also  favor  the  richer  candidates.  Without 
money  a candidate  can’t  buy  posters  or  brochures.  One  group  of  poorer 
candidates  may  be  banding  together  to  pool  resources  and  run  as  a 
party. 

Really,  BYU’s  election  campaigns  have  the  same  disadvantages  as  any 
college  election.  In  fact,  elections  here  may  have  even  less  of  a carnival 
atmosphere  than  schools  with  fraternities.  But  the  common  cry  of 
“more  issues  and  less  personality”  will  probably  resound  again  this 
year,  although  the  de-emphasis  on  quad  projects  may  bring  a change  for 
the  better. 

After  all  the  predicting,  though,  anything  may  happen.  Last  year  a 
candidate  won  with  no  campaign  and  a picture  of  a gorilla  in  The  Daily 
Universe.  In  any  case,  a good  candidate  can  win  and  have  all  the 
above-mentioned  disadvantages.

By  the  end  of  the  term  the 
classroom  was  bulging  with  a total 
of  67  students. 

The  first  BYA  student  assembly 
heard  the  new  principal  announce 
that  school  classes  were  to  begin 
at  a quarter  to  nine  each  morning. 
“All  Provo  trembled  with  virtuous 
indignation,”  according  to  a thesis 
by  Alma  P.  Burton  on  Maeser’s 
life,  “at  the  idea  of  attempting  to 
drag  children  to  school  at  such  an 
unseemly  hour  as  8:45  a.m.” 

The  first  home  of  BYA  was  the 
Lewis  Building— built  originally  as 
a business  block  and  amusement 
hall— in  downtown  Provo  on  the 
northeast  corner  of  Third  West 
and  Center  Street.  The  building 
served  until  1884  with  only  two 
room  additions.  By  the  end  of  the 
first  academic  year,  BYA  had  272 
students  and  an  academic  program 
that  had  added  courses  in 
philosophy,  bookkeeping  and 
technical  drawing. 

In  1 884  the  Lewis  Building  was 
completely  destroyed  by  fire.  The 
school  moved  to  the  ZCMI 
warehouse  on  So.  University 
Avenue,  and  in  1892  the  BYA 
moved  into  a “permanent”  new 
$75,000  home  on  No.  University 
Avenue-the  BY  High  building  of 
today. 

Each  year  the  Academy  grew,  as 
Brother  Maeser  said,  like  the 
banyan  tree  of  India  “whose 
branches  would  reach  down  to  the 
ground,  take  root,  and  start  new 
growths.”
